A SUITCASE 

Continuing, the witness said that he asked 
he prisoner for the suitcase, which was taken 
from Lower Baggot ‘street, and Superinten- 
dent Dunlevy brought it into Mrs. Ball's 
bedroom where the prisoner, Chief Super- 
ntendent Brennan, and witnéss were present. 
The articles in the suitcase were taken out by 
rintendent Dunlevy. The articles in 
cluded a blanket, two sheets, two pillow 
covers, and one pillow coverlet. These were 

lentified by the prisoner as having been 
taken from his mother’s bedroom. A 
brownish coloured shirt. was identified by the 
prisoner as the shirt which he had changed 
after be had carried his mother’s body down- 
stairs. The prisoner was vuneertain about 
where he got an old shirt, bloodstained, and 
two towels. He told witness he must have 
picked them up in clearing out the room. 
The bloodstained tablecloth the prisoner be- 
lieved he got in the kitchen. A small towel 
and a d’oyley, the prisoner said, he probably 
got off the dressing table. A woman's slip, 
which was bloodstained, he stated, must have 
been in his mother’s room. 

Witness examined the gate of 23 St. Helen’s 
road.’ The right-hand gate (as one faced the 
house) had the mark of a scratch on it. He 
examined Mrs. Ball’s motor car, and found 
that the right running board of the car was 
the same height as the mark on the gate. 

Cecil Monson, an actor, said that towards 
the end of last year he became acquainted 
with the prisoner, who was then at the Gate 
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DWARD PRESTON BALL, son of Mrs. 


Theatre as an actor, and took small walk-on 
parts. When witness had been at i 
the theatre for some time the prisoner ask 
him if he knew where he could get suitable 
rooms. Witness said that he was looking for 
a flat, and suggested that they might get one 
together. That was in 1935.’ At that time 
witness thought Ball said that: he wanted to 
be near the theatre. Witness understood that 
the prisoner was living with his parents. 
Following the conversation they. both went to 
a flat at Upper Mount street, and rented the 
flat at 22s. 6d. per week. They both occupied 
the flat until about the lst Vebruary, when 
witness left. 

Mr. Cussen—Who was paying the rent? 

Witness—I gave the money to the land: 
lady. We were supposed to pay “ fifty- 
fiftv.” the defendant being supposed t+ 
recoup me. 

When witness left the flat, Ball owed him 
£4 10s. During the time they: occupied the 
flat witness met Mrs. Ball about six times, 
and she came to the flat once or twice. He 
met her at the Dolphin once, where they 
had dinner, and on «another occasion they 
had supper at the Savoy. . Witness did no: 
visit Booterstown, nor did he meet the pri- 
soners father. When Mrs.’ Rall visited the 
flat, she always brought something in the 
nature of food, and on these occasions wit- 
ness never saw any disagreement between 
mother and son. 


VERY DEVOTED 

In reply to Mr. Haugh, witness said that 
Mrs. Ball seemed to be very deyoted to the 
prisoner, and he also seemed devoted to hier. 
He told witness that he would ask bis 
parents to help him with money to pay nis 
passage to Egypt with the Gate ‘ Theatre 
players. At the Savoy the visit of the Gate 
company to Egypt was discussed, and Mrs. 
Ball said that she could vot afford to send 
the prisoner. Witness believed that she said 
that the prisoner had better ask his father 
The affair was not treated seriously. . This 
was a matter that was spoken of frequently 
by the prisoner, who eventually came to the 
conclusion that the trip was not all that it 
seemed to be. About Christmas. Ball told 
him that he had given up the idea of going 
to Egypt. On February 7th witness returned 
to his home at Cloughran, Co. Dublin. 
having decided to give up the flat when th». 
company went abroad. He understood that 
the prisoner was to go back to his mother, 
as he would not be able to cater for him- 
self in the. flat. | 

On the Monday before the disappearance 
of Mrs. Ball, witness met the prisoner at 
the Peacock Theatre during the rehearsal of 
a play. but he did not remember talking +o 
him: About the 14th or 15th February, 
witness wrote to 23 St. Helen’s road about 
the £4 10s. which the prisoner owed him, 
but he did not get any money. He went on 
February 20th to St. Helen's road and had a 
conversation with Ball for some time,. with 
police officers at the door. Witness did not 
mention anything. about the money, but Bail 
gave him a cheque for £10, which he asked 
him to cash and take th> money which he 
owed to witness, who was to let him have 
the balance. Witness did not cash the 
cheque, but gave it to the police at their 
request. 

Sean Power, 5 Marino Green, Fairview, 
who stated that he was emploved as a box 
office attendant at the Gate Theatre, said 
that há first knew the prisoner in November 
of last year. On Tuesday, February 18th, 
witness was in the box office. when the pri- 
soner came in and greeted him very heartily, 
ving: ‘‘ Hello, Sean, how are you getting 
on?” He asked him where the rehearsal of 
the Drama League was taking place, and 
witness told him that it was in the Peacock 
Theatre between five and seven that evening. 
The prisoner did not remain in the theatre 
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for more than ten minutes, and witness could 
not say if he had a parcel with him. 


AN INJURED FINGER

Patrick Joseph Molloy, an assistant at 
Messrs. Hamilton Long, Grafton street, 
chemists, said that on February 18th the 
prisoner brought in a case similar to the 
one produced, and left it there. He did not 
know when the case was removed.

“READ HIS LETTERS” 


Mrs, Fagan, 125 Lower Bag street, 
Dublin, said oe a the Ball as á 
risoner, especial rs. Bail. On Tuesday, 
th February, the prisoner slept in the flat 
which was occupied by witness, her husband 
and her young son. Shy. did not expect him. 
He told her that his mother had gone to his 
flat and read his letters. He said it was a 
rotten thing to do, and remarked that both 
his rents had read them, and that he 
could not forgive it in anyone. On 
Thursday, 13th, young Ball called at about 
9.30 a.m., and asked for a cup of tea. 
Witness suggested that he should have 
breakfast, and Ball said he did not want 
any. He said that he had slept in his flat 
ov the previous night, but that the landlady 
did not know. He had a key of the hall 
door. Witness uudérstood that the defendant 
was going home, and that he could not afford 
tn’ keep on the flat. He left witness's flat 
about 11-15 a.m., ana called again about 
6 p.m., remaining a few minutes. He said 
that he had been home. On Tuesday the 
18th he asked witness to take a case for a 
few days if it was not too much trouble. He 
had a large case in his hand, sad she told 
him to put it onder the writing desk. He

the case, and that he would call for it in a 
few days.

Witness described how he dragged Guard 
Deery, of Bray, from Corbawn lane towards 
the sea. He dragged him over the sand to 
the edge of the sea. He dragged him over 
half the route by gripping him around the 
chest and armpits, allowing his heels to trail 
on the ground, and for the other half of the 
distance he dragged him by gripping the 
wrist of his right hand and allowing his body 
to trail along the ground. It took him eight 
minutes to take the Guard from the car to 
the sea. Such marks as he saw on the ground 
would be obliterated by three or four hours’ 
rain, particularly as the ground was slopin 
towards the sea. From the time he carri 
out the experiment until he got back on the 
main road seventeen minutés elapsed. 


POSTMAN’S EVIDENCE 


Matthew Hennessy, Crofton House, Dun 
Laoghaire, postman, said that he delivered 
letters. at 25 St. Helen’s road. Mrs. Ball 
used to get a large number of registered 
letters from places abroad. On February 
l7th he delivered. one registered letter, for 
which Mrs. Ball signed. On the next day he 
arrived at 7.30 with one registered letter. 
The accused man came to the door in his 
pyjamas. 

Mness said “ Good morning,” and he 
said “Good morning.” Witness handed 
him the letter. The accused man signed: for 
the letter, “‘E. Ball.” That was all that 
passed between them. He noticed nothing 
unusual about the manner or demeaponr of 
the accused. 

Guard Martin Dunne, Booterstown. said 
that on Friday, February 2nd, he was on 
duty with Guard Byrne at Booterstown. 
Their duty was to keep the accused man 
under observation. At 1.30 p.m, witness 
was in the dining-room with Ball, the 
accused man having been eugaged writing 
letters. The accused man said that he was 
going to the lavatory. 


Mr. H. Jacob stated that on Monday night, 
February 17th, he drove a motor car down 
Corbawn lene at Shankill in company with a 
woman friend. He brought the car to rest 
at the barrier which prevents motorists going 
further towards the sea. It was about 9.45 
p.m. There was no other car in the immediate 
neighbourhood. Sometime later a second car 
arrived. It would be about forty minutes 
after witness had arrived that he noticed the 
second car, which stopped about twenty yards 
behind on the right hand side of tha road. 
He looked back and saw the car, but could 
not say definitely what type of car it was, as 
the front lights were off. Later he realised 
it was a small saloon car. About twenty 
minutes later a third car had arrived, but 
before that the second car had moved down 
to within eight yards of witness’s car on the 
right side of the road. Its lights were then ' 
lighting, but witness did not take much 
notice. The third car pulled into the posi- 
tion where the small car originally stood. It 
was a dark, wet night, and it would be im- 
possible to describe the small car. Witness 
saw a figure come from the direction of the 
small saloon car, and walk towards the rear 
of the car. Several figures passed towards the 
sea and returned from that direction. Except 
in one case, where two people passed together, 
he could not say if people passed singly or in 
groups. The last car to arrive left first after 
remaining some minutes. At about 11.45 
wittiess drové his car away from the barrier,

ball too far ahead. Block, however, tried 
to fly-hit and missed completely, letting 
Cook dribble from half-way to score a 
wonderful goal and make Ireland chain.

Unsatisfactory Umpiring

BUILDING PROGRAMME 


Mr. J. Milne Barbour, moving the estimates 
for the Ministry of Finance, which amounte?® 
to £137,040, said that the total number of 
staff showed an incréase of 15, and this was 
the prihtcipal reason for a slight increase in 
the total of the estimate. This staff increase 
was due to the intensified building pro- 
gramme which was now taking place. Schools, 
police barracks, employment exchanges, not 
to mention the reconstruction of Government 
House, Hillsborough, and the construction of 
the R.U.C. Barrack at Enniskillen, all made 
considerable demands on the works division.

PUBLIC RECORDS 


Moving the Estimates for l’ublic Records 
and Ancient Monuments, the Prime Minister 
said that it was more generally accepted that 
the Record Office was the most suitable place 
for a deposit, either in origimal or transcript, 
of any manuscript relating to the history of 
Ulster, or Ulstermen. A notable discovery of 
this kind during 1935 was a five volume in 
private ownership of original State acocunts, 
dealing largely with payments made to King 
William IL1.’s Army in Ireland, of which a 
complete copy had been made and deposited 
as a record. An account of the contents 
would appear in the next annual report of 
the Record Office. 

Mr. T. J, Campbell, B.C. (Nationalist) said 
that he was rather amused at the Prime 
Minister's reference to the accounts of thie 
payments of “King Willtam’s Army at the 
time of the Battle of the Boyne. Was it 
done for the purpose of discomfiting him 
(Mr. Campbell) from speaking in praise of 
work tending to iflustrate Irish history and 
records.

Mr. Campbell—It is always cropping up 
like King Charles's head in Mr. Dick's 
Memorial. (Laughter.)

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 


On the motion for the adjournment, the 
Minister of Home Affairs, Ae wio to Mr. J. 
Beattie (Labour), said that he undertook to 
get into touch with the Board of Guardians 
and request that the “cuts’’ in public 
assistance allowances to 1,400 people would be 
restored until there was an investigation. 
He had received to-day an assurance from 
the Board of Giuardians that the “cuts” 
would be suspended, pending such an in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Midgley (Labour) said that the House 
would be adjourning on Thursday for several 
weeks, and he honed that in the interim 
nothing would be done which would plunge 
Belfast inte the morass of unrest that pre- 
vailed several years ago. He was proceeding 
to criticise the culpable and criminal action 
of the Guardians when the Prime Minister 
asked the Speaker if it were .in order to 
criticise an independent and publicly-elected 
body. 

The Speaker said that he had inquired into 
this matter, and as the House voted grants 
to the Guardians for this purpose, and. the 
Minister of Home Affairs had power to 
supertsedé the Gunrdians if he thought they 
were not carrying out their duties the 
matter was in order; but as Mr. Midgley was 
fairness itself he knew that he would not 
make any violent attack upon an elected 
board, which could net reply in that House. 

Mr. Midgley said that he did not intend 
to pillory the Guardians, but he suggested 
that a public assistance committee should 
deal with these matters as in Great Britain, 
and not the Guardigns, which had a Poor 
Law complex. 

The House then adjourned.

THE DEBIT BALANCE 


The annual report, fead by Major Arthur 
Whewell, Honorary Seeretary, stated that the 
serious aspect of the findticial pésition woald 
be appreciated from thie fact that the Counc! 
had not yet. been.able to repay a loan of 
£4,000 which had been obtained from its 
bankers, and accordingly the accounts closed 
with a debit balance of over £6,900. 

“The hospital,” the report stated, ‘ has 
from time to time been’ given sibstantial 
assistance from the sweepstake funds, but the 
sums received have, nevertheless, not been 
sufficient to clear the hospital from debt.” 

The veport veferved with regret to the death 
of Mr. Frank C,. Crawley, who had been in 
timately connectéd with the hospital for more 
than thirty years. 

During the year 2,890 patients had been 
admitted to beds in the ititert department,

and on an average 105 beds were occupied | 


daily. In the out-patient department 12,715 
new patiénts were registered, and 2,614 former 
patients returned for further treatment. The 
total number of visits paid by these patients 
was 42,691, giving an average of 139 patients 
attending daily during the year. 


FREE PATIENTS 


Dealing with the financial Joan the report 
stated that there was a réduction of £225 in 
the sums received from paving patients, part 
of which was accounted for by the admission 
of 1,156 free patients, or 101 more than those 
admitted in 1934. There was also a reduction 
of £75 in subscriptions and donations 

* The total ordinary expenditure, notwith 
standing every effort to economise in every 
department, amounted to the sum of £13,368 
12s. 4d., while the ordinary income came to 
$11,670 12s. 4d., and there is thus a deficiency 
for the year of £1,698. 

The accounts for the previous. year closed 
with a debit balance at revenue decount of 
£5,154 Os. 4d. From this there must be de 
ducted a sum of £1,862 received from the 
National Hospitals’ Trustees towards mecting 
the working deficit for the year 1934, thus 
reducing the debit balance to £1,272 Os. 4d. 
To this there has now to be added the work- 
ing deficit for the vear 1955, as mentioned 
above, namely, £1,698 less legacies received 
£70."” 

Miss Euphan Maxwell had been elected a 
medical member of the council in place of the 
late Mr. Crawley, while Mr. J. B. McArevey 
had been promoted from assistant surgeon to 
surgeon, and Mr. H. ‘Tomkin, had been 
appointed assisthnt surgeon. Mr. Seton 
Pringle had been appointed hon. consulting 
surgeon, to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Mr. Levison Gower Gunn, and 
Mr. A. A. McConnell had been appointed 
hon consulting neurological surgeon. 


THE HOSPITALS’ COMMISSION 


Proposing the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman commented on a slicht reduction in 
the number of patients, which, he poigted 
out, meant that the incidence of the very dis- 
tressing sicknesses “with which the hospital 
dealt had been diminishing during the year. 
One satisfactory leature, however, was the 
very considerable number of patients whom it 
was possible to treat without asking for any 
money payment. He hoped that as time went 
on the number that could be treated free of 
tharge would increase. 

Speaking of the general riport of the 
Hospitals’ Commission. he said that he did 
not think that anvbody interested in hospitals 
or hospital management could withhold a 
tribute for the Commission for their most 
exhaustive studv of the” situation contained 
it the report, the information in which was 
new and invaluable, .Hevwag,eiad to see that 
the Commission had referred to them in terms 
of approval. and had accented the view that 
as a specialist institution they necd not await 
a solution of the general problem of the 
hospitals hefore proceeding with their 
scheme of reconstruction. The Commission 
had approved their reconstruction scheme 
and it was hoped to begin part of the work 
almost immediate] v. He thonglit it would 
rot be very long before ‘evervthing that 
money could do to make the hospital mh. 
solutely modern and up to date wonld have 
heen done. Although hosnitais pot 
from the sweepstakes funds that was no 
reason why voluntary. contributions which 
the hospitals had always been accustomed to 
receive should be im anv way diminished. 
The Hospitals Commission had large re- 
sources, but they were not any too large for 
the responsibilities which the Commission 
had to undertake, not only now, but for the 
future as far as he could see it.

INCREASING DEFICITS 


It was quite evident that the deficits of 
the hospitals generally would continue to in 
crease, and a very large income would hav: 
to be maintained by the Commission, with a 
much larger capita! fund behind it, in order to 
meet the deficiencies. 

The hospital had been very happy in its 
supporters, but he wished them to make the 
coming year an occasion for intensified effort 
on behalf of the institution. All supporters 
of the hospital should feel that their con- 
tributions would do as much now for the 
relief of the ailing and the sick as in the 
past, and of all the sources of income any 
hospital had voluntary contributions gave 
them most pleasure. 


THE LOST SPIRIT OF HELP 


The Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne) 
seconding, paid a persona! tribute to the in- 
stitution, and on behalf of the municipality 
praised the work of the hospital and of its 
medical officers and nursing staff. “Urging 
the uged for voluntary subscriptions, he ex- 
pressed the hope that these subscriptions 
would come in even better in the future 
than in the past. The hospital was carrying 
out splendid work for the people of the 
city, 

The resolution. was carried. 

Mr. John O'Neill, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, proposing that the 
hospital was worthy of support, referred to 
the great work that had been carried on in 
the hospital since its foundation 120 years 
ago im the endeavour to protect the 
greatest blessing of all—the eye sight 
While. he said, he rejoiced at the expectation 
of help from the Hospitals’ Trust. he re: 
gretted that day by day they saw departirs 
the old kindly spirit that had made the wc 
of the hospital possible. He was afraid that 
if it continued the next generation of Irish 
men would be very poor. He hoped the sup 
porters of the hospital would never fail im 
their duty to it. In the last ten to twenty 
years selfishness, unfortunately, had deve 
loped, and the spirit of help and kindness 
had entirely disappeared. It was their duty 
and their privilege to help in so far as their 
means allowed the ailing and the suffering. 

Seconding, Mr. Sean P. Campbell, Trea- 
surer of the Trades Union Congress, remarked 
that the Trades Union took part in the asso- 
ciated hospitals’ scheme, to which they con- 
tributed £200 a year. and on all occasions 
they had heen particularly inquisitive, in 
view of the allegations sometimes made 
against hospitals. of harsh or indifferent 
treatment in dealing with the working-class 
patients and with the poor generally, and “e 
was happy to say that over a period of ten 
years not a single complaint in respect to 
that or any other of their city hospitals of 
inattention or harsh treatment ever had been 
reported.

OPPOSED BY SPONSORS?

A sworn inquiry was held to-day at Athy, 
before Mr. E O'Malley, B.E., Chief Engineer 
to the Local Government Department, ia 
connection with the proposed £4,000 water 
and sewerage scheme for Ballytore. : 

Captain Douglas, Engineer to the Carlow 
Roard of Health, said that he had a wide 
expcrience of waterworks in India and here, 
anti this scheme was far tod expensive for 
the district. Three artesian wells, ab a cost 
of £200 each. would meet the demand of 
Ballytore. with its 200 inhabitants. 

Mr. John Kavanagh, Timolin. said that he 
represented 250 ratepayers, with a valuation 
of over £5,000, and they opposed the scheme 
as a luxury. If the three existing pomps 
were put in order, they would be more than 
equal to the demand. A sewerage scheme 
was not needed. as there was no hope of an 
industry ever being started in Ballytore. The 
village was fast going to decay. 

Mr. J. J: Bergin said that he did not 
think this an economic scheme. He had been 
a member of the Board of Health to June, 
1954, but did not remember seconding a 
resolution for a scheme of this kind. 

Mr. G. W. Henderson said that the scheme 
was a useless outlay of money and was not 
necessary. He did not temefaber “propésmig 
such.a scheme when he was a member of the 
Board of Health. 

Mr. R. A. Brown, who appeared for: the

Geneva's Duty 


After a short spell in London the centre 
of gravity of world affairs has been 
restored once again to Geneva, and all 
the statesmen the 
Calvinist city, where the Committee of 
Thirteen will meet to-day. So many other 
issues have been occupying the public 
mind during the last month that all but 
the closest observers of foreign affairs 
probably will have forgotten what this 
Committee is. It may be recalled, there- 
fore, that the Committee of Thirteen is the 
Council of the League of Nations minus 
the Italian representative, and that its 
main function heretofore has been to deal 
with the problem of sanctions. We must 
admit that so far it has not made very 
much progress in its primary task, which 
was to compel Italy, by means of financial 
and economic 
adventure in Abyssinia to an end.

A certain 
number of sanctions was imposed against 
the Italians; but care was taken by 
Italy’s friends that they should not be 
too severe, and that, in fact, they should 
cause the least possible amount of incon- 
venience to the Duce. All the members 
of the Committee realised from the begin- 
ning that the one thing that really 
mattered was oil. An embargo on the 
export of oil supplies to Italy would have 
brought the war in Abyssinia to an end 
in a few weeks; for without petrol the 
Italian tanks, aeroplanes, and 
types of lorries would have been out of 
action almost immediately, and the Fascist 
generals would have been forced to meet 
their Abyssinian rivals on more or less 
equal terms. When the proposal was 
made that there should be an embargo on 
oil for Italy, Signor Mussolini saw that 
his only hope lay in a gigantic bluff. He 
undoubtedly is an excellent bluffer, and 
he managed to persuade some of the more 
faint-hearted among the members of the 
League Council that oil sanctions would 
mean war. In the event, nothing was | 
done. Hitler's 
March 7th took popular attention almost 
entirely away from the Italo-Abyssinian 
dispute, and for the time ing oil 
sanctions were forgotten. 

It will re-appear now in an acute form ; 
for while the members of the League of 
Nations have been arguing about the 
Germans, and trying to devise ways and 
means whereby Herr Hitler may be put in 
his place, Signor Mussolini’s emissaries in 
North-East Africa have been making the 
most of their chances, Marshal Badoglio, 
it seems, has cast all discretion to the 
winds. He, doubtless, has had his orders 
from the Palazzo Chigi, and has been in- 
structed to make a clean sweep of the 
Abyssinians before the heavy rains set in 
some weeks hence; but, at any rate, he 
has beén intensifying his military efforts 
during the last few weeks. On paper he 
seems td have gained a substantial area of 
Abyssinian territory. His war-planes have 
been constantly in action. When they 
have not been bombing ambulances they 
apparently have been pursuing terrified 
natives, who have provided easy targets 
for their machine-guns; and in this way 
the Italian armies have been able to make 
a certain amount of headway. They have 
been helped also by the employment of 
poiso n gas, and, it is reported, even of 
Flammenwerfer, those remarkable con-

When the Committee of Thirteen meets 
in Geneva to-day it must not allow itself 
to be influenced in any way by the military 
events in Abyssinia. Its duty is entirely 
clear. It must decide whether or not oil 
sanctions are to be applied against Italy. 
Nothing that has happened during the last 
month has affected the main issue in the 
slightest degree. Italy still is the 
aggressor. She still is in the position of 
a burglar who has entered another man’s 
house, and it is the bounden duty of the 
League of Nations to get her out of it. 
When the Hoare-Laval plan was made 
public some months ago there was such an 
outcry in Great Britain that Sir Samuel 
Hoare was forced to resign from the post 
of Foreign Secretary, while in France a 
like fate befell M. Laval. There has been 
talk recently of a peace conference tg 
which Italian representatives would be 
invited ; and Signor Mussolini has made it 
quite clear that his military successes in 
Abyssinia entitle him now to far more 
favourable terms than those which were 
adumbrated in the Hoare-Laval proposals. 
If the League of Nations lends itself to 
any such betrayal of its own Covenant, 
the whole system of collective security will 
go finally by the board. We are convinced 
that Mr. Anthony Eden never 
acquiesce in such a deplorable piece of 
cowardice. The aggressor must not be 
rewarded for his crimes. Even now, we 
feel sure, the imposition of an embargo on 
the export of oil to Italy would be effec- 
tive, although, of course, huge supplies 


will 


have been purchased since the war in 
Abyssinia began; but, even if the League 
is still afraid of Signor Mussolini—and 
refuses to pursue its policy to its logical 
conclusion—it cannot afford for its own 
sake to allow Abyssinia to be victimised 
by the Italians. The Germans are watch- 
ing every move at Geneva. If Signor 
Mussolini is allowed to escape scot free, 
and to grab a substantial slice of Abys- 
sinian territory, why should Herr Hitler 
not

The Young Idea 


During the last two or three days 
London has been visited by a party of 
boys and masters from 27 public schools 
of Great Britain. 
not for a holiday in any ordinary sense 
of the term, but in order to learn how the 
great city is governed. Their visit has 
been arranged by the Headmasters’ Con- 
ference, with the support of the Minister 
of Health and of Mr. Herbert Morrison, 
chairman of the London County Council. 
On Monday morning the visitors were

lectured on the various departments of 
London’s administration by such experts 
as Mr. Morrison himself and a Medical 
Health Officer. Later on Monday, and 
yesterday, they inspected L.C.C. hospitals, 
and schools, both elementary and 
‘‘central’’; to-day they will be brought 
into immediate touch with the problems 
of slum-clearance and housing. Accorcing 
to the Daily Telegraph, the boys already 
have shown a keen interest in the various 
activities that make up the local ad- 
ministration of London. We have no 
doubt that they will retain this interest, 
and will grow up to be better and more 
intelligent citizens as a result of their 


trivances by means of which liquid fire 
ean be sprayed on defenceless negroes 
after the fashion of a garden hose. Thus 


Marsha] Badoglio has been able to report 
to his 


visit. London hardly can be considered a 
model of local government; yet a first- 
hand study of its methods cannot fail to 
provide a host of interesting lessons in 
both the right and the wrong ways to 
administer a city. The schoolboys are 
seeing many things, which they will keep 
in their minds; and later, when they are 
more capable of forming judgments, they 
will have definite opinions on what is 
wrong with London’s administration and 
on what is right. We wish that the school. 
boys of the Free State could be given a 
similar opportunity to study local govern- 
ment at first-hand. The curse of Ireland 
to-day is apathy, which is the result of 
ignorance. For every ten citizens who 
know anything of national government— 
and there are exceedingly few—only one 
has an idea of local government; yet on 
efficient government, national and local, 
depend the safety, comfort and prosperity 
of the people. It would be an excellent 
thing for Ireland if this ignorance and 
lack of interest could be dispelled. Only 
some shock will force the present genera. 
tion to take interest in its administration ; 
but there is no reason why the coming 
generation should not be trained better. 
Every school, in our view, ought to devote 
at least half-an-hour a week to the teach. 
ing of “‘civics’’; and occasional visits to 
the centres of government, like the visit 
of these English schoolboys to the L.C.C. 
headquarters, ought to be arranged. To- 
day the average boy leaves school with no 
conception of these things, which matter 
so much to his comfort; and he is lucky 
if he ever comes to understand them. How '

Customs officials 
guard the ‘‘approved’’ roads, and they 
do their best to keep the others under 
supervision, but there can be no really 
effective scheme unless the Government of 
the Six Counties is prepared to maintain 
a whole army of officials. Up to the 
present even such bulky contraband as 
cattle has been smuggled into Northern 
Ireland in great quantities, and with little 
difficulty. In the future the task may not 
be so easy; for the Northern Government 
seems to be making great efforts to put 
an end to smuggling, or at least to reduce 
it to fairly small proportions. Formerly 
more than a hundred men of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary were detailed to help 
the Customs’ officials, but now the whole 
of the police force»will have power to deal 
with smuggling offences. As for the cost, 
Sir Dawson Bates revealed in the 
Northern House of Commons yesterday 
that the estimate for the coming financial 
year would be .£80,000—and this large 
sum, of course, is in addition to the money 
which already is being spent in guarding 
the border.

Re-enter the Hiker 


Prancing in the leafy lanes, and trudg- 
ing more heavily along the arterial roads, 
now may be seen the hiker. Spring, the 
Boat Race, cricket and croquet have burst 
upon the land ; and the explosion has cast 
up the now legendary figure in khaki 
“ shorts,”’ Fair (if you feel like that) Isle 
jersey and a travelling kitchen. Early on 
Sunday mornings roads leading from the 
city are choked with a laughing horde of 
walkers, and late on Sunday evenings the 
omnibuses scarcely can cope with the 
burden of returning passengers; but the 
astonishing fact remains that young men 
and women who have spent the week at 
office desks really are able to walk ten or 
twenty miles at the week-end. Only a few 
years ago a walk to the Phoenix Park and 
back would have been deemed the limit of 
human endurance ; but now the hikers are 
to be met on the Military road, and the 
Three Rock Mountain, and even at these 
great altitudes they show no undue signs 
of distress. Truly must the thanks of the 
coming generation go out to the genius who 
designed a uniform for walking; for with- 
out that uniform walking as.a diversion 
still: would be looked upon as the resort 
of ‘the feeble-minded. Before the revolu- 
tion grim men in-rough tweeds and army 
boots might be seen ploughing conscien- 
tiously along roads decently removed from 
the city; but one never pictured them as 
riotously happy. It looked more like 
business than pleasure. Now, how- 
ever, a giggle of Bacchantes would seem a 
solemn procession beside some of the 
hiking clubs we have seen. This new 
spirit in pedestrianism must be put down 
to the introduction of the female element ; 
and, as has been stressed before, the 
female element was moved to introduce 
itself because merchants suddenly began 
to advertise the very latest thing in 
hiking suits. Nevertheless, the female 
element has revealed a stamina that would 
leave aghast the knitters of 1890; and, 
while young men and women can walk 
these ten or twenty miles, the knitters’ 
horror at the degeneracy of Master and 
Miss 1956 will bear but little weight.

ASSURANCE TO EGYPT

It is stated in political quarters in Rome

Ask parties fo the Dublin coal trade 
dispute, when approached vesterday, 
were in agreement that the differences 
between the employers and workers could 
be settled in a short time if a basis for a 
conference could be found. Spokesmen of 
both sides said that the immediate diffi- 
culty,in the way of negotiations is the 
question of the conditions upon which a 
meeting could be arranged. Irish Coal 
Importers, Ltd., hold that the men should 
confine the stoppage to the coal trade, and 
that men who normally work cement and 
iron for coal merchants should return to 
work.

SECURING SUPPLIES 


Arrangements were made yesterday as a 
result of discussions between the Strike 
Committee and the Irish Municipal 
Employés’ Trade Union for supplies of coal 
from certain Corporation departments to 
be taken to the Clonskeagh Fever Hospital, 
the Public Baths, and other centres whose 
social value would be impaired by the 
shortage. 

Profiteering in the price of coal con- 
tinued, and much indignation was 
expressed by poor purchasers when prices 
ranging from 8d. to 10$d. per stone were 
demanded by some bellmen. 

It is understood that the Coal Factors’ 
Associations, the unemployed, and the 
Strike Committee are endeavouring to 
stamp out this profiteering, and that 
persons who are found to be charging 
abnormally high prices will not be 
supplied by trade union workers after the 
strike. 

Aspects of the stoppage were discussed 
at the monthly meeting of the Dublin 
Trade Union Council last night. (See 
Page 8.) 


PROFITEERING

““ Formal complaints having been lodged 


with the Controller of Prices to the effect 
that a firm of coal importers in the City 
of Dublin had. on the 6th instant, offered 
for sale to bellmen coal at 46s. per ton. 
ex quay, which price, in the opinion of 
the complainants, was unreasonably high, 
the Controller investigated the matter im- 
mediately, and satisfied himself that, 
allowing for the special circumstances 
which exist in connection with the coal 
trade in the City of Dublin at the present 
moment, a reasonable price, ex quay, for 
the coal in question would not exceed 37s. 
per ton. 

“In view of this fact, the Controller, 
on the 6th instant, served notice on the 
firm concerned requiring them to reduce 
the price accordingly.” 


THE HOSPITALS 


** Coal hunger ” has not yet been felt in 
Dublin institutions. Officials at some of 
the big hospitals told an Irish Times 
reporter yesterday that the coal strike is 
not affecting them ‘‘at the moment.” 
This, they said, was due to their stocks of 
coal and to the fact that quantities of coke 
are used for heating. In several of the 
institutions, however, the stocks will only 
last about another fortnight or three 
weeks. The Dublin Union of James’s 
street has a stock of about 400 tons of 
coal, which should last about three weeks 
or a month. But the institution is short 
of coke, and arrangements have been 
made with the railway companies to bring 
up supplies from Cork and Waterford. 

The increased use of fuel oil for central 
heating plants has rendered some cinemas 
and theatres completely independent ol 
coal, while most of the others rely on 
coke. At the Metropole it was stated that 
there was a small stock in “for the 
moment,’’ but about the end of the week 
they might have to change over to some 
other method for heating the cinema and 
restaurant. 

Some more coal is expected to be avail. 
able in the city to-day when the steam 
ship Romeo, from Blyth, docks, but, as 
in the case of the shipment which arrived 
on Monday last, institutions and bellmen 
and hucksters retailing to the ae wil] 
receive preference. Mr. ©. H. Williams, 
who is making this importation, said last 
sree the Romeo’s cargo is about 700 

ns. |

GIRL “ HOSTESS” PHONES 
NEWS OF ACCIDENT

UNIONTOWN (PENNSYLVANIA), 
Tuesday. 
FRANTIC telephone call from the 
22-year-old girl “ hostess’’ of a Trans- 
continental Western air liner brought the 
first news to-day of a terrible accident, in 
which eleven persons had been killed. 

Of the fourteen persons on board the 
‘plane, which was flying from Newark, 
New Jersey, to Columbus, Ohio, and which 
crashed on a hillside owing, apparently, 
to bad. light. only three persons were 
saved—one man passenger, the solitary 
woman passenger, and the girl hostess 
Miss Granger. 

The two pilots and nine men passengers 
were killed on the spot. 

Miss Granger, though herself injured, 
ran stumbling for half a mile over the 
fields to the nearest farmhouse to telephone 
the news to the airport at Columbus, and 
then returned to tend the two living, but 
injured, passengers. 


VISIBILITY NII, 


The ’plane, which started from Newark 
this morning, was ón the first lap of the 
flight, and was already four hours over- 
due. The last message received from it 
reported wireless trouble, and the pilot 
was, therefore, advised not to attempt to 
land at Pittsburgh, where visibility was 
reported to be absolutely nil, but to 

roceed to Columbus, where it was rather 

tter. 

Then came the telephone call from Miss 
Granger with the news of the disaster. 

All available ambulances in the district 
were rushed to the scene, but the ambulance 
men were faced with a difficult task, as 
the dead and injured had first to be 
carried by stretcher to the nearest road.

THE DUTY OF THE 
LEAGUE 


The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article: To-day the Committee of Thirteen 
meets at Geneva on the initiative of the 
British Government to receive the report 
of its Chairman, Sefior de Madariaga, and 
to consider the prospects for conciliation 
in the Abyssinian war. The Committee 
has the task of endeavouring to bring about 
peace negotiations and a cessation of 
hostilities, failing which, according to a 
decision already taken by the League, the 
Powers comprising it are committed to a 
further renunciation of economic assist- 
ance to the aggressor. The European 
consequences of the war itself have added 
That was 
to be foreseen. When Signor Mussolini 
took to war as the instrument of his 
calculated policy, and carried fire and 
sword into the territory of a neighbour 
and fellow-member of the League, he 
knew that he was breaking, and he 
intended to break, the Kellogg Pact, the 
Covenant, an agreement with Abyssinia 
and an agreement with France and Britain. 
It needed no great insight to predict that 
this wholesale shattering of pledges would 
shake the foundations of confidence in 
Europe. There was, in fact, a prin- 
ciple at stake which is vital to 
the security of every country, and no 
country—not Italy herself—could he 
exempt from the repercussions of so signal 
an act of treachery to order and peace. 
The truth of that has been illuminated by 
the growing unrest in international rela- 
tions since the Duce first launched his 
invading armies for the supposed advan- 
tage of his régime and his country. 

A face-saving “concession of facts,” 
adds The Times, involving an open. en- 
dorsement of the propriety of unprovoked 
invasion and a sacxifice of the Emperor 
in his extremist hour of need, would be 
a curious contribution to civilised peace 
at this moment, and is unlikely to 
commend itself to the Committee of 
Thirteen. The complications and distrac- 
tions that beset them are obvious to 
all. But, whatever collective caution 
may have contributed to these em- 
barrassments, the primary cause from the 
beginning was the action of Italy, and 
that only. Those who complain of the 
effect must condemn the cause of it. While, 
without doubt, there are lessons to learn 
from the experience of the past year— 
and, above all, the need for a duly con- 
stituted League—there is also a duty still 
to maintain. The search for a reasonable 
peace ranks foremost among the functions 
of the League. But there must, as Mr. 
Eden insisted in the House of Commons 
on Monday, be no abuse of the process of 
conciliation. If there is to be immediate 
armistice and negotiation with the League 
as participant, well and good. If not, the 
League Powers have no choice but to hold 
together to play the hand out.

HILE further and more exact details 
of the scheme for the hydro-electric 
development of the Liffey, which has been 
approved bythe Government, are anxiously 
awaited, it can be said definitely that they 
do not materially differ from the Poula- 
houca plan, which has already heen 
fore the public for some time. It pro- 
vides for a dam at Poulaphouca and for 
the flooding of a considerable area on the 
lines indicated in each of the several 
schemes outlined from time to time. 

It provides also for a power station 
below Poulaphouca, and, in general, is the 
scheme approved by Herr Buchi, the Swiss 
engineer, who some time ago reported on 
it on behalf of the Dublin Corporation and 
the Electricity Supply Board. The Cor- 
poration are, of course, only concerned as 
to the water supply. 

As soon as the Corporation have regis- 
tered formal approval of the scheme it is 
anderstood that the Government will intro- 
duce the necessary legislation, and it is 
probable that work may begin in the course 
of a few months. 


HONOUR FOR SIR J. P. 
GRIFFITH

LIFFEY PLANS 


Sir John Purser Griffith has been for 
many years an advocate of the develop- 
ment of the River Liffey, and he drew 
up a scheme which was approved by a 
Government Committee in 1925. Subse 
quently he presented the plans of the 
scheme to the State. He was made Chair. 
man of the Water Power Resources Com- 
mittee, and in 1932 he conceived the idea 
of supplementing the national electricity 
supply, and at the same time enhancing 
Dublin’s water supply by a storage 
reservoir at Poulaphouca. 

Plans and proposals which he drew up 
in regard to this idea have formed the 
basis of discussions between the Dublin 
Corporation and the Electricity Supply 
Board. 


DUBLIN PORT’S CHIEF 


Sir John Purser Griffith was born in 
Holyhead in 1848, son of the late William 
Griffith, Congregational minister, and was 
educated at Dr. Bigg’s School, Devizes; 
Fulneck School, and Trinity College, 
Dublin. He has been connected with many 
engineering projects carried out in Ireland, 
and was for a number of years Chief 
Engineer to the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board. In 1922 he was elected Vice- 
president of the Royal Dublin Society, 
and in the same year he was elected to 
the Free State Senate. He has published 


a number of papers on engineering ques- 
tions.

THREATENED BY 
ITALIANS 


POLISH DOCTOR’S STORY 
ADDIS ABABA, Tuesday. 


A remarkable account of ill-treatment 
at the hands of the Italians is contained 
in a letter received by the headquarters 
of the Ethiopian Red Cross here from Dr. 
Maxmilian Belau. one of the two Polish 
doctors serving with the Abyssinian Red 
Cross who were captured during the 
attack on Amba Aradam in February. 

Dr. Belau, who is now in Geneva, 
alleges that aíter being threatened with 
death he and his companion Dr. Medynsk, 
were thrown into prison at Massawa and 
forced to sign a false document about the 
bombardment of Dessie. 


he writes. ‘‘ With me in No. 5 Ethiopian 
Red Cross ambulance were Dr. Medynsk, 
a Pole, and about thirty-five patients. 


STOLE EVERYTHING 


“The Italians stole everything and 
took us to the divisional headquarters. 
They ill-treated me, made me kneel on 
the ground for five minutes and chained 
me to an Ethiopian. With Dr. Medynsk 
I was put up against a wall and threat- 
ened with death. 

“ Then we were taken to Makale, where 
we were kept without food for 24 hours 
and were forbidden to talk. 
given vile living quarters, and twice ‘in 
one night were taken outside and told we 
should be shot. All the time the Italians

Before the due! the referee reminded the 
contestants that duelling is forbidden in 
Hungary, and requested them to become 
reconciled. Both replied with a decisive 
“4 No.” 

Contrary to custom the affair is reported 

in the Press, but only in the íorm ofa 
brief reference to the quarrel between 
General Goemboes and M. Eckhardt, and 
an announcement that the duel had taken 
place. Hitherto, in view of the regulations 
against duelling, reports of such en- 
counters in the Press have been pro- 
hibited.

LANDLORD MUST PAY 
RATES

BALLINA, Tuesday. 


In Ballina District Court to-day, the 
question. of whether the landlord of con- 
demned small houses was liable for eates 
ending their demolition was decided by 
Mr. Guy, DJ. 

Mir. Carrigg. on behalf of Rallina Urban 
Council, said that after the Council's 
clearance order was confirmed and became 
operative the Council had to serve six weeks’ 
notice on the owners of condemned houses to 
have them demolished. This notice could not 
be served on the landlord until the Council 
had cottages ready to put the displaced 
tenants into, but the County Council had 
assessed the occupied houses as for rates as 
against the Urban Council. The houses 
were not vacant until the tenants actually 
left them. 

Mr. Huggard, for. the defendant, Mra. 
Ryder, said that under the Small Dwellings 
Act the landlord was simply a collector for a 
local authority. She was not able to collect 
the rates from the tenants, and was owed 
£20 by them. A decree against the tenants 
would not be worth the paper it was written 
on. To all-intents and purposes the houses 
were therefore mhean and not liable for 
rates. 

The justice gave a decree for rates in the 
cases of the six houses of which Mrs. Ryder 
is landiford.

LOUTH ROAD ACCIDENT

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


Thomas McGeown (70), a retired engine 
driver on the Great Northern Railway, was 
struck by a motor car opposite his house at 
Priorland, Dundalk, last night, and died 
three hours later in the Louth Infirmary. Mr.

wete always looked forward to by our people 
with nothing but pleasant feelings. 

“We wish to make our position clear, and 
in doing so, even if it is with regret, we feel 
that we cannot, without abandoning our 
national right and our national honour, adopt 
any course but that which we have decided 
upon. You may exclude our country irom 
taking nt in your competitions and you 
may prohibit your athletes from participating 
in our games. That will not dispose of the 
question. We mean to carry on, and we 
hope to de so in a manner worthy of the 
names of Irish athletes in the past, whose 
names are in the records and rolls of honour 
throughout the world. Where is there 
another nation with the same limitation as 
regards area and population which can claim 
the same or equal status in the athletic 
world ? 

“ No new set of circumstances has arisen 
since our little country received recognition 
by the Olympic Council and the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation, and we will 
not agree to ahy arrangement contemplating 
the division of Ireland. 

““ We feel that you have unconsciously done 
us an injury, and have driven us to adopt 
the only course that we can pursue consistent 
with our responsibility as representatives of 
the National Athletic and Cycling Associa- 
tion of Ireland.’’

DEATH OF A CHILD

COAL STRIKE BLAMED 


‘The coal strike is to blame for it all, * 
J. J. Campbell, of 19 Lower Liffey 
street, Dublin, yesterday, at an inquest on 
the body of her three-vear-old child. As she 
had no coal in the house, she explained, she 
had been forced to boil a bucket of water on 
a gas-ring. On Friday last the child was 


playing on the floor with a teddv bear while. 
she was making the beds, She heard a 
crash, and on ruuning in found the little 
gitl lying on the floor beside the upturned 
bucket. The child was taken to the Children’s 
Hospital in Temple street, but died two days 
later 

Dr. K. Gordon said the child was bronght 
to the hospital suffering from severe scalds 
to the face, neck, arms and legs, and died 
from shock and toxemia. 

In reply to the Coroner (Dr. D. A. Mac 
Erlean), the father of the -child said that 
there was no fire-guard in the house, and the 
gas-ring was on a shelf about a foot or so 
from the ground. 


The Coroner ‘said that he was not alto- 


‘gether satisfied that this was a safe method 


of installing gas-rings. It seemed extremely 
dangerous to have them so near the floor in 
a room where there were young children. 
Apart from the danger of such accidents as 
this, there was always the chance that the 
children might set fire to their clothes. The 
accident might not have happened if there 
had been some kind of a fire-guard, and he 
again emphasised the necessity for the use of 
screens. He returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and exonerated 
the parents from blame.

INTERESTING POINT AT 
DUNGANNON 


Whether the Irish Republican Army cf 
1921 was equally banned by the Northern 
Ceovernment with that of 1934, when the 
Civil Authorities (Spécial Powers) Act’ was 
adopted, formed the basis of an important 
decision at Dungapnen Quarter Sessions 
yesterday by Mr. E. J. McKean, K.C., acting 
County Court Judge. 

Alexander McConville, Lurgyroe, Ardboe, 
Stewartstown, appealed against the decision 
of the Resident Magistrates at Coagh in 
imposing a fine of £5 and costs, and binding 
him over to keep ‘the peace.’ for being in 
possession of a document relating to an un- 
lawful association—namely, the Irish Re- 
publican Army. The prosecution had been 
brought under the Civil Authorities (Special 
Powers) Act. 
| Mr. J. M. Doris appeared. for the appel- 
lant, and Mr. I. F. Simms, Crown Solicitor, 
represented the respondents. 

Head-Constable Kelly, Cookstown, having 
given evidence, in reply to Mr. Doris said 
that he could not state the I.F.A., as per 
list found on McCunville, had anything to 
do with the present L.R.A. Witness under- 
stood that there was a scheme before the 
Free State Parliament to provide pensiols 
to men who belonged to the I.R.A., includ- 
ing, members of the 1.R.A. 93 to 1921. 

he Judge—Do you say the 1.R.A. in 1921 
were a different body from the I.R.A. of the 
present day? 

Mr. Doris—Yes.

McConville, in evidence, said that he was 
not a member oí the LR.A. as it was at 
present constituted, but if he was, he would 
uphold its principles. Witness had been 
officer commanding the Ardboe Company, 
1.R.A., from 1919 to 1921, and that organisa- 
tion was now known as the old I.R.A. 
Witness received a circular from the Free 
State Government department asking for a 
list of the officers and men of his company 
prior to July, 1921, with a view to ascertain- 
ing the number eligible for pensions. Witness 
did not know anything regarding the rela- 
tions between the Fiee State Government 
and the present I.R.A 

Mr. Simms said that the application for 
pensions tended to support the L.R.A. 

The Judge said that the appellant had 
merely been asked for a list of names from 
an official in Dublin, and had supplied that 
list. It was not McConville’s fault that the 
people in Dublin persisted in calling the body 
the 1.R.A. 

Mr. Simms submitted that it was still the 
same body and was illegal in Northern 
Ireland. 

The Judge said that the Regulations of 
1934 dealt very severely with the LR.A., 
but it was the LR.A. of 1934, and not the 
1921 body. He reversed the decision by 
deleting the fine, but said that he had ne 
power to vary the binding-over order, and that 
part of the order must stand. 

After further argument the Judge reversed 
the entire order.

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NAZI SERMON ON 
THE MOUNT 


From Revtzer’s CoORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 
‘HE Nazis now have their own 
Germanised “ Sermon on the Mount.” 
It has just been published by the 
former Reichs- ishop Mueller Nazi head of 
the German Evangelical Church. In his fore- 


word he writes :— 

“ For you, my comrades of the Third 
Reich, I have Germanised, not translated, 
the Sermon on the Mount.”’ 

In Bishop Mueller’s version all. references 
to, and all terms taken from the Old Testa- 
ment, are studiously avoided. Words such 
as “‘ meek” and “ peaceful” have been 
replaced by more “ manly”’ terms, and 
entirely new passages have been inserted. 

The passage in the English authorised 
version reading: ‘‘ Blessed are they that 
mourn for they that mourn, for they shall be 
comforted.” is Bishop. Mueller’s version 
appears as: ‘‘ Blessed is he who bears his 
suffering manfully; he will find the strength 
never to become discouraged.” 


“ Blessed are the meek for they shall inherit 
the earth” becomes ‘‘ Blessed is he who ‘at 
all times is a good comrade. He will succeed 
in the world.”’ 

Instead of “ Blessed are the makers. 
for they shall be called the children of God,” 
Bishop Mueller says: ‘‘ Blessed are those who 
keep peace with their compatriots; they do 
God’s will.” 

Finally comes the verse which reads :— 
‘But I say unto you: love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you and persecute you.” 
This Bishop Mueller renders :—‘‘ If thy com- 
rade hit thee in the face in his excitement, it 
is not always the correct thing to hit him 
back immediately. It is more manly to pre- 
serve a superior calm. Then thy comrade 
will probably be ashamed of himself.”

SWEEPSTAKE 
TICKETS 


CONVERSION CHARGE 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 


William McCarthy, alias P. O'Donnell, of 
no fixed address, appeared on remand charged 
with converting to his own use £2, part of 
the proceeds of a cheque, said to have been 
entrusted to him by Henry E. Mitchell, of 
Hastings, for payment to Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd.; and £19 10s., part of a sum of 
£76 said to have been entrusted to Henry E. 
Mitchell for payment to Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd. 

Mr. T. Clarke, solicitor (Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office) prosecuted; and Mr. E. H. 
Burne, solicitor, defended. 

At the previous hearing Mr. Burne said 
that his defence would be that Mr. Mitchell 
and his father were selling books of sweep- 
stake tickets after the closing date of the 
‘‘ sweep,’ and keeping the money. 

Mr. Suche continued his cross-examination 
of Mr. Mitchell, who was questioned about 
correspondence between him and the defen- 
dant. The witness said that he had had no 
communication with the police about the case, 
and did not communicate with Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd., until January of this-year. The 
reason he did not communicate with 
Hospitals’ Trust sooner was because of the 
promise of the defendant to send him the 
receipts for the money sent for tickets. The 
defendant had written on 26th October that 
he understood that receipts had been sent to 
witness's old address. He did not find any 
intereference with his correspondence. He 
had notified the Post Office of his change of 
address. 

During the course of his cross-examination 
the witness protested against his being de- 
scribed as “a tricky witness. | 

Justice—Do not you see that the essence of 
Mr. Burne’s cross-examination is that you and 
your father are conspiring? 

Witness, in further cross-examination, said 
that he had seen his father two or three 
days a week for some time before the charge 
was brought against the defendant, “sn! had 
not thought it necessary to mention to him 
that a charge had arisen in regard to books 
of tickets that witness had obtained from 
his father, or in regard to three books that 
witness had obtained direct from the de- 
fendant, although he knew that the books 
that he got from his father had been given 
to his father from the defendant. He wanted 
to conceal from his father the fact that he 
had been dealing with the defendant. 

te-examined by Mr. Clarke, the witness 
said that he had never entered into any 
conspiracy with his father to defraud the 
defendant or the Hospitals’ Trust. 

The accused man was further remanded on 
continuing bail until 28th inst. 


THEFTS FROM HOTELS

Scotsman, of no permanent residence, was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour on charges of a series of larcenies 
from hotels in Dublin.
